At  the  request  of  the  International  Cooperation  Administration  and  the 
governments  of  eight  Southeast  Asia  countries,  it  will  be  my  opportunity 
to  serve  for  a 2§-  months*  special  assignment  in  the  Far  East,  Major  pur- 
pose of  the  trip  is  to  assist  in  the  plans  and  development  of  an  inter- 


national rural  youth  workshop  at  Bangkok,  Thailand,  to  be  held  in  March, 
1957. 


Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  development  of  extension  work 
in  these  Southeast  Asia  countries.  The  program  usually  is  a balanced  one 
with  agricultural,  home  economics,  and  youth  phases  of  extension  work  each 
receiving  appropriate  emphasis.  The  national  extension  directors  of  this 
area  in  a meeting  a year  ago  requested  a special  training  workshop  for  their 
extension  administrators,  youth  workers  and  cooperating  individuals  and 
agencies  interested  in  further  progress  with  programs  like  4-H  Club  work. 

In  addition  to  assisting  with  plans  for  the  workshop,  I will  work  inten- 
sively with  the  national  youth  leaders  in  their  respective  countries  to 
give  counsel  on  the  plans  and  operations  of  their  work. 

A somewhat  similar  development  is  taking  ..place  in  Latin  America  but  on  a 
less  extensive  scale.  Kenneth  Anderson,  Associate  Director  of  the  National 
Committee  on  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work,  is  assisting  in  the  development  of 
plans  for  a workshop  for  rural  youth  leaders  of  six  countries  to  be  held 
in  Ecuador  in  October,  this  fall. 

During  the  period  of  the  field  schedule  in  the  Far  East,  some  member  of  the 
Division  staff  will  be  serving  as  acting  director  at  all  times.  The  schedule 
has  been  carefully  worked  out  in  consideration  of  field  commitments  of  the 
various  staff  members. 


JOHN  W,  BANNING  TO  JOIN  FEDERAL  4-H  STAFF

committee  on  livestock  work  and  as  a member  of  the  4-H  electric  committee.

NINTH  REGIONAL  4-H  CLUB  CAMP 

Regional  Camp  has  just  closed.  The  theme  of  the  Camp  was  centered  on  the 
National  4-H  Club  theme,  "Improving  Family  and  Community  Living. " The  pro- 
gram was  geared  closely  to  this  theme.  W.  A.  Sutton,  Director  of  Extension 
in  Georgia,  and  his  planning  committee  are  to  be  commended  for  the  outstand- 
ing program  they  arranged.  P.  H.  Stone,  of  our  Federal  Extension  staff, 
served  as  Camp  director  and  coordinator  and  did  a splendid  job.  The  program 
featured  much  youth  participation  through  group  discussions,  panels,  and 
youth  committee  sessions.  Outstanding  speakers  and  educational  tours  were 
featured.  One  hundred  thirty-six  4-H  delegates  from  seventeen  States  attended. 
This  year,  two  special  separate  leader  sessions  were  held.  One  session  was 
on  training  the  trainer  and  the  other  on  how  to  be  a leader  of  leaders.

SCHOOL  MILK  PROGRAM  EXTENSION  MAY  AID  4-H  CAMPS 

Congress  has  recently  passed  and  the  President  has  signed  into  law  HR.  11375 
to  amend  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949  and  further  extend  the  special  school 
milk  program  to  certain  institutions  for  the  care  and  training  of  children. 

An  earlier  bill  extended  the  school  milk  program  to  include  "such  nonprofit 
nursery  schools,  child-care  centers,  settlement  houses,  summer  camps,  and 
similar  nonprofit  institutions  as  are  devoted  to  the  care  and  training  of 
underprivileged  children  on  a special  welfare  or  charitable  basis."  Now  we 
are  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  latest  provision  removes  reference  to 
underprivileged  children  and  services  to  children  on  a public  welfare  and 
charitable  basis. 

It  is  expected  that  this  provision  will  make  the  program  available  to  most 
4-H  summer  camps,  nursery  schools,  child-core  centers,  settlement  houses, 
and  similar  institutions  which  are  operated  on  a nonprofit  basis  and  which 
have  the  proper  standing  with  their  State  educational  or  other  agencies  to 
qualify  for  the  program.  The  bill  was  supported  by  major  farm  organizations 
and  the  dairy  industry  generally,  and  by  this  Department,  Effective  date 
for  the  new  rulings  will  be  August  1,  1956. 
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For  more  detailed  information  within  your  State,  it  has  been  suggested 
by  our  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  here  that  you  contact  first  your 
State  Department  of  Education.  If  this  agency  has  not  arranged  to  handle 
the  program,  they  suggest  a contact  with  the  field  office  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Service  in  your  area.  Field  offices  are  located  at  New 
York,  Chicago,  Atlanta,  Dallas,  and  San  Francisco. 

LIBRARY  SERVICES  ACT 

In  view  of  Extension  Services'  long  association  with  library  services  in 
rural  areas  in  an  informal  way,  we  thought  you  would  be  interested  in  fur- 
ther information  on  the  recent  library  legislation  (Public  Low  597).  This 
law,  entitled  "The  Library  Services  Act, 11  authorizes  on  annual  appropria- 
tion of  $?g-  million  over  a 5-year  period  to  be  allocated  to  the  States  under 
a formula  procedure.  The  objective  is  to  promote  the  further  expansion 
by  the  several  States  of  public  library  services  to  rural  areas  which  have 
no  such  service  or  inadequate  services a 

We  feel  sure  that  many  of  you  are  already  alerted  to  the  possible  help  that 
may  come  to  rural  areas  of  your  State  as  a result  of  this  legislation* 

FREIGHT  RATE  CONTINUED  FOR  CARLOAD  LOTS  AT  FAIRS 

The  decisions  growing  out  of  the  recent  hearing  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  continue  the  existing  freight  rote  advantage  given  in  car- 
load lots  of  livestock  exhibited  at  fairs  and  expositions.  Some  of  you 
were  interested  in  this  development  because  notification  was  given  about 
six  months  ago  that  the  rate  differential  would  be  discontinued.  It  is  our 
understanding  that  the  return  portion  of  round  trip  consignments  of  such 
livestock  exhibited  at  fairs  is  exempt  from  payment  of  the  regular  freight 
because  of  this  ruling. 

FRIENDSHIP  FOR  KOREAN  A-H  CLUBS  PROGRAM 

C.  M.  Chafee,  Associate  State  4--H  Club  leader  of  the  Mississippi  Agricul- 
tural Extension  Service,  will  go  to  Korea  on  the  ship  carrying  agricultural 
supplies  donated  by  the  people  of  his  State  and  seven  other  Southern  States. 
His  assignment  will  be  to  help  lead  and  assist  the  12  4-H  Club  boys  from 
several  States  on  the  ship.  These  4-H  boys,  together  with  a smaller  group 
of  Extension  Service  men,  will  care  for  the  1,400  head  of  livestock  enroute 
to  Korea.  They  also  will  help  to  distribute  th<^  supplies  when  they  reach 
their  destination. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Mobile  following  a dedication  ceremony  there  on  July  16, 
beginning  at  10  a.m.  The  4-H'ers  and  their  leaders  are  expected  to  spend 
about  a month  on  the  ship  and  two  weeks  in  Korea.  They  will  fly  home. 

Arrangements  and  negotiations  for  this  shipment  were  made  directly  between 
officials  of  the  American  Korean  Foundation  and  the  State  land-grant  colleges 
cooperating  in  the  program. 
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RURAL  YOUTH  LEADERS  TO  STUDY  HERE 

Beginning  August  16,  rural  youth  leaders  from  six  countries  started  a four- 
nonth  course  of  study  and  travel.  Members  of  the  group  include  13  men  and 
women  now  employed  in  rural  youth  work  or  agricultural  education,  or  who 
will  return  home  to  assume  positions  in  those  fields*  4-H  Clubs  will  have 
a major  place  in  the  activity. 

Delegates  in  the  first  group  are  from  Greece,  Guatemala,  Israel,  Jamaica, 
Thailand,  and  Turkey. 

A similar  school  for  another  group  of  participants  is  scheduled  to  start 
in  April,  1957. 

Plan  for  both  courses  is  an  orientation  period  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  field 
experience  in  rural  youth  leadership  under  Extension  supervision,  and  attend- 
ance at  a seminar  in  some  land-grant  college.  The  seminar  will  be  inter- 
spersed with  short  trips  and  visits  to  observe  activities  related  to  sub- 
jects under  discussion.  Emphasis  will  be  on  individual  problems  related  to 
rural  youth  work  to  be  undertaken  in  other  countries. 

The  study  and  travel  for  the  participants  is  sponsored  jointly  by  their  own 
governments  and  the  International  Cooperation  Administration,  assisted  by 
the  U,  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  State  land-grant  colleges.  The 
Foreign  Student  Branch  of  the  Division  of  Extension  Research  ard  Training  is 
Federal  Extension's  liaison  group  to  make  appropriate  arrangements. 

NATIONAL  FARM-CITY  WEEK 


In  its  closing  hours  before  adjournment.  Congress  established  the  dates  of 
November  16-22  as  National  * arm-City  Week.  This  event  is  intended  to  provide 
opportunities  for  all  organizations  and  agencies  interested  in  rural-urban 
relations  and  welfare  to  cooperate  in  this  cause.  Although  Kiwanis  Inter- 
national exerted  strong  and  helpful  leadership,  it  is  not  intended  that  the 
movement  be  a one  organization  event.  In  1955  many  State  and  county  exten- 
sion services  used  this  opportunity  to  feature  4-H  Club  achievement  events 
for  farm  and  city  folks.  Banquets,  tours,  exhibits  and  educational  meetings 
were  also  popular.  In  many  cases,  the  State  and  county  extension  staffs 
made  available  films  of  4-H  and  other  Extension  activities,  Since  the  be- 
ginning of  this  Farm-City  Week  activity,  Les  Schlup  has  been  most  helpful  as 
our  FES  representative. 


You  will  be  receiving  additional  word  and  ideas  from  the  National  Committee 
on  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work  in  Chicago  since  Kenneth  Anderson  has  served  as 
a member  of  the  Steering  Committee. 


We  comend  the  purposes  and  ideals  of  this  effort  as  being  worthy  of  consid- 
erable attention. 


AEG  AMERICAN  FARMER  SALUTE  TO  AGENTS,  COOPERATORS 


Beginning  on  August  11,  a new  series  of  network  broadcasts  of  considerable 
interest  to  the  Extension  family  was  started  os  a port  of  the  American  Farner 
program.  An  ABC  network  of  about  SO  stations  carries  these  American  Farmer 
programs  coast  to  coast.  The  exact  tine  varies,  of  course,  by  areas  of  the 
country  but  they  emanate  from  Washington  at  12;30  p.n. , e.d.t,,  each  Satur- 
day. The  series  will  salute  county  extension  workers,  also  leaders  and 
other  eooperotors  for  county  extension  programs  of  significant  interest  or 
outstanding  merit.  The  first  one  on  August  11  featured  a South  Carolina 
county  agent.  The  series  will  continue  indefinitely. 

You,  yourself,  will  be  interested  in  tuning  in  to  hear  these  broadcasts  but 
more  especially  we  wish  to  invite  you  to  send  in  information  about  outstand- 
ing county  extension  programs,  including  4-H,  that  might  serve  as  background 
material  for  one  or  more  broadcasts.  The  information  should  be  fairly  com- 
plete, reasonably  recent,  and  should  describe  an  educational  action  type  of 
program  - and  the  part  played  by  the  individual  or  group  to  be  honored  - 
that  would  bo  of  interest  to  farm  and/or  urban  audiences.  All  phases  of 
Extension  work  will  be  portrayed.  Since  the  series  has  already  started,  the 
need  for  nominations  and  program  suggestions  is  urgent.

WEIGH- A~ DAY- /.-MONTH  MILK  RECORDKEEPING  PROGRAM 

This  new  method  of  milk  record  keeping  is  being  launched  throughout  the  Nation. 
The  plan  is  the  outgrowth  of  joint  efforts  by  the  U.  S,  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, representatives  of  State  extension  services  and  experiment  stations, 
the  American  Dairy  Association,  the  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  and  the 
National  Milk  Producers  Federation,  and  has  been  reviewed  and  approved  by 
the  Extension  Committee  on  Organization  and  Policy  and  the  American  Dairy 
Science  Association.  The  now  plan  will  be  launched  nationally  during 
September. 

This  offers  a great  opportunity  in  4-H  Club  work.  The  record-keeping  could 
well  become  the  responsibility  of  an  older  4-H  Club  member.  It  nay  be 
"first  steps"  for  a father  and  son  partnership  in  a Dairy  Herd  Management 
Program.

KANSAS  - Wheat  Shows 


Three  wheat  shows  were  held  in  early  August  to  emphasize  the  4~H  grain  market- 
ing activity.  The  program  included  judging  of  wheat  samples  and  the  mill 
and  bake  samples  made  from  wheat  entered  by  4-Hfcrs.  Also  included  were  an 
explanation  of  4-H  grain  marketing  program,  tours  of  wheat  market  facilities, 
a film  on  grain  marketing  and  the  "market  story"  told  by  a representative  of 
the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade., 

KANSAS  - New  Buildings  at  4-H  Center 

Construction  has  started  on  three  new  buildings  at  Rock  Springs  Ranch, 

State  4-K  leadership  training  center.  These  include  a meditation  chapel, 
conference  auditorium  and  health  center.  The  next  planned  addition  will  be 
a dining  hall  for  500  persons,  planned  for  year-round  use.  Rock  Springs 
Ranch  is  one  of  the  Kansas  4-H  Foundation's  projects  in  its  program  of 
assistance  to  4-H  Club  work. 

L0UISIA.NA  - Farm  and  Home  Development 

Caddo  County  h~s  made  a survey  of  the  farm  families  participating  in  farm 
and  home  development.  Of  37  families,  12  have  active  4-H  Club  members,  4 
member  prospects,  and  8 children  below  the  age  of  10.  Five  families  did  not 
have  children.  This  survey  was  a good  way  of  learning  the  situation  of  the 
4-H  potential  in  farm  and  home  development  work. 

MICHIGAN  - 4-H  ^r actor  Evaluation 

A clever  evaluation  h~s  been  devised  by  Michigan  on  the  4-H  Tractor  Program. 
This  evaluation  is  based  on  the  extent  of  coverage,  or  the  extent  to  which 
the  farm  boys  of  Tractor  Club  age,  the  farms,  and  the  tractors  in  each  county 
are  reached  through  the  4-H  Tractor  Project.  The  rating  index  helps  to  show 
the  potential  of  this  program. 

MICHIGAN  - Program  Projection  Kit 

A kit  of  forms  to  use  in  gathering  basic  data  about  4-H  is  available  for 
county  committee  use.  This  material  not  only  makes  the  assembly  of  data 
easier  but  may  also  suggest  some  of  the  areas  th^t  might  well  be  covered.

Missouri  set  up  a committee  to  study  the  needs  and  interests  of  young  people 
in  homo  management  and  heme  improvement  work*  Specialists,  State  4~H 
loaders,  ana  county  homo  demonstration  agents  spent  two  days  reviewing  pro- 
grams and  literature  and  making  plans  for  future  revisions.  This  committee 
is  part  of  a 4-H  task  force  of  which  there  are  five  in  the  States,  One  of 
the  areas  of  concentration  is  to  develop  more  challenging  projects  to  meet 
needs  and  interests  of  all  ages  of  youth  within  the  4-H  Club  program*

One  Now  York  county,  recognizing  this  subject  ^ uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
many  young  people  today,  reports  having  a Major  of  their  R. O.T.C.  unit  at 
a nearby  college  discuss  the  subject  with  older  member sa  It  would  seem 
this  is  an  opportunity  to  help  cur  older  members  know  more  about  the  Reserve 
Forces  Act  of  1955  and  the  implications  for  them* 

OKLAHOMA  - Hall  of  Fame 

Oklahoma 's  highest  recognition  in  4-H  work  is  to  be  named  to  the  State  4-H 
Hall  of  Fame.  Portraits  of  the  outstanding  boy  and  girl  in  the  State  each 
year  are  hung  in  the  Governor's  office  for  one  year  and  then  moved  to  the 
State  historical  building. 

OHIO  - Significant  gift  of  Farm  Tools 

Lake  County,  Ohio  4-H'ers  have  made  a contribution  of  $1,230  to  buy  farming 
tools  for  an  Indian  village.  The  contribution,  distributed  through  CARE  head- 
quarters, was  enough  to  purchase  50  handplows  and  53  small  tool  kits.  They 
were  given  to  villagers  of  Bhatgaon,  35  miles  from  India 's  capital.

TEXAS  - 4-H  Council 

The  August  workshop  of  the  council  brings  two  representatives,  a boy  and 
a girl,  from  each  of  12  districts,  plus  the  officers  and  advisers.  Some 
of  the  inportant  areas  to  be  considered  by  the  young  people  are  ways  to 
strengthen  4-H  Club  work  in  the  community,  recreation  activities  in  4-H, 
interpreting  4-H  work  to  the  public,  and  the  rolo  of  the  4-H  member  in  civil 
defense  programs. 

VERMONT  - 4-H  Honorary  Society 

Vermont's  4-H  service-honorary  group  is  called  4-H  Honorary  Society.  It 
has  the  objective  of  providing  means  for  4-H  Club  members  who  show  outstand- 
ing leadership  to  insure  their  permanent  arid  active  interest  in  all  types 
of  Extension  Service  work,  to  promote  fellowship,  refinement  and  culture, 
and  to  actively  serve  and  promote  the  welfare  of  rural  young  people  in 
Vermont.  The  International  Farm  Youth  Exchange  project  is  being  sponsored 
by  the  Society. 

VIRGINIA  - 4-H  Movies 

Several  movies  of  interest  to  rural  people  have  been  produced  by  the  motion 
picture  units  of  the  Virginia.  Polytechnic  Institute.  Three  movies  have 
been  produced  on  4-H  events.
